MEMORANDUM OPINION AND ORDER ON REQUEST FOR 
ENTRY OF DEFAULT

Columbia: 


This case arises from the Plaintiff, the District of Columbia, a municipal 
corporation, filing a civil fraud action against Defendants Archilocos, 
chickenspaghetti123, and F_ederalCrimes. The Plaintiff seeks damages and 
injunctive relief under D.C. Municipal Regulations § 2403, alleging that the 
Defendants engaged in fraudulent and illegal activities in their officia 


capacities as part of a conspiracy to obstruct justice. 


The Complaint was filed on the 5th day of September, 2024, and services o; 
process was completed on the 7th day of September, 2024. The Plaintiff 
contends that the Defendants, who held significant federal positions, acte 


together to create a false narrative surrounding the arrest of an individua 


known as S.F. Plaintiff claims that this false narrative obstructed justice anı 
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middles both the public and the courts. The Complaint sets forth detailed 
allegations that the Defendants knowingly participated in illegal acts and 


conspiracy, including perjury and obstruction of justice. 


As of the date of this ruling, more than forty-eight hours have passed since 
the Defendants were served. According to the Plaintiffs request for entry of 
default filed on the 9th day of September, 2024, none of the Defendant has filed 
a responsive pleading or otherwise defended against the allegations, as 
required by the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure. The Plaintiff now moves for 
entry of default pursuant to Rule 55(a). The Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, 
Rule 55(a), provide that when a party against whom a judgment for affirmative 
relief is sought has failed to plead or otherwise defend, and that failure is shown 
by affidavit or otherwise, default must be entered. The purpose of this rule is 
to prevent unnecessary delay in litigation when a defendant has chosen not to 


participate in the judicial process. 


In this case, the Plaintiff has provided the Court with a sworn affidavit from 
its attorney, confirming that the Defendants were served on the 7th day of 
September, 2024, and that more than forty-eight hours have passed without 
any action taken by the Defendants to plead or defendant. The record reflects 
that none of the Defendants has filed an answer, motion, or notice of 
appearance, nor have they requested an extension of time to respond. The 
procedural requirements under Rule 55(a) have been satisfied, and it is 


appropriate for the Court to enter default. 


Given that the is presently operating without a Clerk of the Court, it falls 
upon the presiding judge to act in accordance with the rules and ensure that 
judicial proceedings are not delayed. The Court recognizes the absence of a 
Clerk and, in exercising its discretion, will directly enter default against the 


Defendants. 
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Once default is entered, the Plaintiff may move for a default judgment under 
Rule 55(b). At that point, further proceedings will be necessary to determine 
the amount of damages and other relief sought by the Plaintiff. The allegations 
in the Complaint, apart for those relating to the calculation of damages, will be 
deemed admitted upon default, and the Court will consider any evidence 


presented by the Plaintiff to establish the appropriate remedies. 


For the reasons set forth above, the Plaintiffs request for entry of default is 
GRANTED. Default is hereby entered against Defendants Archilocos, 
chickspaghetti123, and F_ederalCrimes pursuant to Rule 55(a) of the Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure. The Court, in the absence of a Clerk of the Court, 


exercises its authority to enter default directly.
